I peas. beans, lettuce, celery, asparagus, 
parsnips and in most vegetable* used 
as food by man, as well as in apples, 
j pears, pineapples, oranges and nuts, 
j .Since plants undoubtedly get the ele­ 
ment fr9ni the soil, arsenic must occur

THE REPUBLICAN CRY FOR HELP. 
Former President Wilson is being urged 
to come to the rescue of the four-power 
treaty. 
If he does not do so, we suppose 
he will be criticised severely and will be 
held responsible for the treaty’s defeat, if 
it is defeated. 
The ex-president, however, 
can face that prospect with equanimity. 
The people who think that he ought to urge 
ratification of the pact have been unduly 
affected by republican oratory. 
They de­ 
lly that they are 
appealing 
to 
him “to 
rescue a republican administration from a 
dangerous situation.” They say they are ap­ 
pealing to him “to rescue the nation itself.” 
A great many Americans are not quite 
sure about that. 
They are not particularly 
impressed by the magnitude of the disaster 
which Secretary Hughes says would be in­ 
volved in the failure pf the treaty. 
Most 
of them are inclined to think that failure of 
the whole conference would be a bad thing, 
but they have not been informed definitely 
whether failure of the four-power treaty 
would mean failure of the whole confer­ 
ence. 
It grows plainer every day that there is 
only one right way and that is the League 
way— a 
general 
association 
of nations 
pledged to prevent war. 
If 
the Pacific 
pacts are a step towards that end, well and 
good. 
But are they a step towards that 
end or a step in the opposite direction, a 
step towards the old system of alliances 
and balances of power? 
It is possible that 
Mr. Wilson 
honestly 
believes 
the four- 
power treaty to be a step in the wrong di­ 
rection, and, if so, .he cannot be expected 
to urge ratification of the treaty. 
Many democrats, being honestly doubt­ 
ful whether in the long run ratification of 
this treaty would help the Uunited States 
or the world in general, feel no inclination 
to take off their coats and go to the rescue 
of the republican party, which richly de­ 
serves the catastrophe that threatens it.

BOOKS AND THE MOVIES. 
Millions of people who used to spend 
their evenings at home now spend them at 
the movies. 
Yet the Brooklyn Eagle finds 
from a study of the report of the New York 
Public Library that, in spite of the movies 
and the other amusement? that take people 
away from 
their 
homes, 
the 
“reading 
habit” is increasing. 
“More than 10,000,- 
000 volumes,” the Eagle says, “were issued 
from the Manhattan libraries last year for 
home reading, an increase 
of 
more than 
500,000 over the circulation of the year be­ 
fore.” 
More than 3,000,000 people con­ 
sulted the 
reference 
department 
of the * J 
Forty-Second Street 
Library 
during the 
Fear, which might perhaps be taken as in­ 
dicating that a fair proportion of the 10,- 
DOO.OOO volumes read at home were worth 
fvhile books. 
After all, those who think the movies are I 
an unmitigated curse are probably wrong. 
It appears from 
these 
figures that 
the 
movies are not really destroying the read­ 
ing habit, as is so often claimed. 
Our an­ 
cestors had a great deal of time for reading 
rn the evenings and many of them did a 
treat deal of reading, but they did it in 
many cases because they had nothing else 
lo do, and, except in the case of a fortunate 
tew, the books available to them were not 


numerous. Nowadays, if it is true that the 
movies tempt us away from reading, it is 
also true that when the 
public 
wants to 
read, a great number of books, including 
the best, are available to it; and it appears 
that in spite of all modern distractions, a 
considerable portion of the public does en­ 
joy spending some of its evenings reading. 
The increase of the “reading habit” 
which has taken place in New York came 
about, the Brooklyn Eagle notes, only after 
greater and better 
facilities 
for reading 
had been supplied. 
To offset the influ­ 
ences that militate against reading nowa­ 
days it is necessary to make reading easier 
by making books more accessible. 
This is 
being done in the country as a whole and 
the results are reassuring to all except the 
confirmed pessimists who cannot be happy 
unless they are convinced that this is the 
worst and most degenerate 
period 
ever 
known in the history of the world and that 
screen vamps and jazz are really the in­ 
struments and omens of a great people’s 
downfall.

Some curious data have been gath- 
| ered with rospert to the tongues of 
j birds. 
It Is pointed out that many 
j persons 
suppose 
that 
w*r>odpecker§ 
! use their sharp-pointed tongues as 
darts with which to transfix their prey. 
J It Is trua that the woodpecker, like 
I the h o m in g bird, ran dart out Its 
tongue with the greatest rapidity, and 
that its mouth Is furnished with an 
elaborate mechanism for this purpose, 
yet Investigation show* that the ob­ 
ject of their swift motion is only to 
catch the prey, not to pierce It. 
For 
the purpose of holding the raptured 
victim, the woodpecker'^ tongue la 
furnished with a sticky secretion. 
Inasmuch as It possesses the power 
of Imitating speech, It is not surpris­ 
ing to learn that the parrot's tongue 
resembles that of man more closely 
than any other bird's tongue. 
It Is 
not because the parrot Is more Intelli­ 
gent than many other birds, but be­ 
cause Its tongue Is better suited for 
articulation than theirs that it is able 
to amuse us with its mimicry. 
In some respects the humming bird’s 
tongue Is the most remarkable of all. 
It Is double nearly from end to end. 
so that the little creature is able to 
grasp its insect prey very much as lf 
its mouth were furnished with a pair 
of fingers.
